A ſecond reafon to prove that Co_ are not polluted, by com- 
municating in the true wor{hip of God, with knowne and open ſinners, 
may bee taken from the example of the godlic that have lived in the 
Churches under the Goſpell. 

The godly that were in'the Church of -Cor; remained Saints, and 
faithtull (ti!l,(%)though they had communicated in Gods worſhip, with 
the inceſtuous perſon; with tuch ag accounted fornication no ſinne, as 
came profanely tothe Sacraraent, as denied the Relurre&ion. 

The faithtull in Pergamme receive no pollation, from them that li- 
ved amongſt them, and joyned with them in Gods worſhip, and yet 
maintanied the doctrine of Fatanmn, and of the Nicolaitares, nor th 
of T hyatira from 7eſabell, who was tollerated amongſt them to coach 
and deceive, and caute many to commit fornication amoneſt thetn, and 
tocate meateſacrificed to ldojes, 

And (to trt paſte all other examples) we would ghdly know this of 
our brethren themfelves, whetherit it ſhould ſo fall out in their Aſſem- 
blies (as it: may in the moſt perfe& Church, that is npon the earth) that 
ſome one wicked man ſhould remaine uncaſt ow, cither through the 
ignorance, or partiallity, or feare of the Church governanrs,they ſhould 
for that one mansfake, deprive themſelves of all the comfort they finde 
intheir meetings ; it they-wonk{ nor, why give they not the like liverty 
to the godly amongſt us, who have, and doe (till looke foras mnch com- 
for: in cur Aſſemblies, as they doe in theirs : It they would then, who 
is ſo blinde; asnot to ſee that their Congregation ts a very Babell, and 
place full of miſerable contuſton, or to mal, as cither to Joyne hianſelfe 
uato it, or being joyned, toremaine 1n it, any longer ? If they alleadge 
that the former examples are all unfitly applyed unto our people, tor that 


they were all true Churches, whercuato the godly above nained, did 


joync 
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ſinned of 1gnorance againſt the Morrall Law, evenintheſame Pa ny Ifl. 
fort as he wasto dcale withhim that was legalbe polluted through ig- 
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joyne themſclves, and therefore were not eaſily to be forſaken, and the 
worſhip whercin they communicated with the wicked, was the truc 
worſhip of God (whereas neither our Aſſemblies are true Churches, 
nor our worſhip the true worſhip of 'God,) or they continued not in 
this their fault, with that obſtinancic, that we and our people doe ? 

W e anſwer, That they begge that, which is in queſtion between ns, 
for neither doe our people doubt whether it be the true Church, and 
worſhip of God, wherein they communicate, nor doe they fee how 
they have beene convinced of finne in thisaRion.  'And we have alrea- 
dic proved at large, both that our Church, 15a true Church, and our 
worthip the true wor(hip of God, and that we cannot juitle bee char- 
ged with ob(tinate continuance, in thoſe wants and corruptions, that are 
now amonglt us. E Is | 

To the- places of Scripture which they bring againſt our people in 

this point in the 68. page of their Colleftion of Letters, and conferen- 
ces ? We anſwer,that they are all moſt unskilfullie applied, tor although 
ſome * of them doe prove, that Gods people ſhould bee ſeparated from 
the relt of the world : Some » of them that they may not offer ſacrifice 
unto a multitude of Gods, nor joyne with Idolators, neither in the falſe 
worſhip of God,nor in voluntary leagues, and famuliaritiez © other ſome 
that the Miniſter mult deale ſincerely, 1n the delivery of Gods Meſſage 
to his people,not mixing any vile optnton,or aſſertion of his owne, with 
the precious Word of God, nor applying the Word to their humours 
and likeing ,. but cauſe them rather to frame, andapply themſelvesanto 
it, * yet doe no oneof theſe provecither, that the communicating in 
the truce worſhip of God, with ſome that are prophane, is of force, 
to cut off a people from the Church, and covenant of God; or that the 
godly ſhould rather abſtaine from the exerciſe of Gods true worſhip, 
thannfe them in the company of ſome others that are ungodly, 

Or that it 1s the ſinne of the people, that ſuch are not ſeparated from 
amongſt them ; And ſurcly wee cannot but wonder that our brethren 
doc thus deale withthe ſacred Word of God; they uſe to fill the Mar- 
gents ct -their bookes with fuch ſtore of places of Scripture, that the 
{lunple might thinke that they have eyvenacloud of wrtnefles againſt us ; 
when themſclves could not but know, that the Scripture is by them 
dragged as it were by violence, to beare witnefle in a matter,for which 
they haye not one word to ſpcake,

to ſeparate themſclvesfrom us in ſuch ſort, as they doe. Jn this conclu- 
lion, there are two Articles, whereunto we will an{wer ſeverally. 

The firft Article intheir concluſion is this 2 The eAſſemblies which 
We por from, are ſuch, as the Word of God doth warrant wr to goe from ? 

W hercunto we anſwer ; That wee may mach moreſtrongly con- 
clude upon that which we haveabove written, that becanſe we have a 
true Church, conſiſting of a lawfull miniſterie, and a faithfull people, 
therefore t ey cannot ſeparate themſelves from vs, but they malt needs 
incurre the moſt (hamefull and odious reproach of manifeſt Schiſme. 

The places of holy Scripture, which they alledge to warrant their tc» 
paration by ; weathrme to be of no force, to conclude that which they 
are brought for, which ſhall more plainely appeare when they are con(1- 
d;redot a part, and ſorted fo, as the varictic of their nature requireth, 

The firſt ſort of their teſtimonies concerne only that private, and vo- 
luntary familtaritie, which Chriſt hath forbidden to have with the wick- 
ed that live in the Church, this ſhall appeare to bee the true meaning of 
the Apoſtle, even of that your of 1 Cor, 5. whichin the 218. page 
of their refutation, and in ſundrie other places of their writings, they 
urge ſo, as it may ſceme they judge it tobe of more force, for this pur - 
poſe, then all the reſt, 

Firſt the word ovrar2ulyuwe, uſed by the Apoſtle, both ithis place 
and the 2 Th-/.
